MADISON, Wis., May 17.— (Special) — 


Among assembly members who from the 
opening of the session of IftOO have pro- 
tested that legislative sessions were un- 
necessarily 'long, John T. Hughes, editor, 
the member from 
Dodge 
county, has 


been ill the forefront. 
Mr. Hughes is 


the Democratic leader in the lower house 
and sits just beyond the speaker's gav- 
el hand where he keeps close watch on 
proceeding.-. 
Besides being distinguish' 


ed as the minority leader he has gained 
fame as a. wit, and in the richness of na- 
tive humor stands only next to Messrs. 
Daub and Uublctt. 


"Boforc the legislature ever arrives at 


the 100-day session reality," said the 
Democratic leader after the cl'>sc of the 
usual rough-house celebration on Satur- 
day, "it will have to pass a rule limiting 
the length of time taken up in speeches 
on any one bill. As matters stand now. 
the members can .talk on a, bill indefin- 
itely. They can trespass on eternity, as 
Mr. Bancroft says, and no one. can stop 
them. Jt's a fact that most of the bills 
on which there has been niuoh super- 
fluous talk, have been killed. This, more 
than anything else, proves the foolish- 
ness of all thn talk. 
At present the 


rules permit any one member to make 
three speeches in one day on a given 
bill. 
This ought to be limited to one 


or possibly two, so the postponement 
could close. .These two.cluuigcs, 1 think 
would facilitate business to a,large ex- 
tent." 


Mr. Jiughes also criticized severely 'the 


lack of equanimity among the Milwau- 
kee members. 


"They're all clever men., quite above 


the average." he admitted, "and yt't they 
bring bills iu from committees only to 
display the sad fact that they are not 
ivaily. 
Time after time bills relating 


only to Milwaukee have been taken up 
after a committee has reported on them.

The 
Bell Telephone- company is in favor of 
the passage of tire measure and the in- 
dependents are bitterly opposed to it. 
claiming that it will give the 1V1I Tel- 
ephone company a monopoly in 
this 


state.

clause in the Twesmc bill amending thn 
primary election law which has been re- 
ported'for passage that may cause some 
opposition. The bill amends the law to 
eom|iel a voter to declare his jwrty be- 
fore receiving a primary ballot but it 
goes farther. 
H also requires him to 


take oath that he intends to vote for 
the nominees of his party at the gener- 
al election. 


Naturally, it is generally understood 


that a man who votes A party ticket at 
the 
primaries expects to support the 


same party at the general election but 
to insist that he take an oath to sup- 
port the nominees of that party regard- 
less of who they may be, MH-IU-S to us 
to be going a. step too far. 


There ma-y be two or three candidate; 


for the nomination. One of these may 
be a man whom some particular voter 
could not honestly support and yet in or- 
der to vote for the nomination of a good 
man at the primaries the Twesine bill 
would make the voter take an oath to 
vote for ii bad one at the general elec- 
tion should he by any means succeed 
in getting the nomination. 


We believe the. primaries should be 


strictly party affairs ivud that overy vot- 
er should lie compelled to declare his 
party before participating in the noni 
ination of candidates, but the general 
elections 
should be free. 
One 'of the 


greatest 
protections 
the 
party 
has 


against the nomination of incompetent 
and undesirable men is the fact that 
at the general election the party mem- 
bers always have the, remedy of voting 
for the nominee of the opposing party. 
This fact iu the greatest incentive the 
party has to nominate only the very best 
material and -it should not be taken 
awav bv law.

An effort IB being 
made to repeal the law and the vote will 
bo close. The plant at Waupun is not 
completed and an appropriation, ot $40,- 
,,00 is asked to finish the building and 
equip it with machinery. 
But even this 


is not of sufficient amount to begin tho 
manufacture of twine and the legislature 
is asked to appropriate $400/100 «, * 
'-revolving" fund which is to be used as 
capital to purchase the product. Ihe as- 
sembly committee ou claims 1ms recom- 
mended the repeal of the law and also 
,,sks that appropriations bo refused. One 


Of the main reasons lor. this aotwu is 
that the straightened condition ot 
the 


state's iinances will not permit so large 
an expenditure as it needed to carry tor- 
ward the work. The building, which has 
been constructed, can probably be utiliz- 
ed for n. knitting factory. 


Farmers Favor Bill. 


The farmers in the legislature favor 


the binding twine plant. Through the 
efforts of the late W. A. Cornahan of 
Fan Claire-, the bill was put'through the 
legislature two years ago. Two argu- 
ments were used at that time and arc 
now being used in favor of the estab- 
lishment of the plant. The first is that 
it will reduce the price of bmdertwmc 
to the farmers and the second is that 
the state, will receive more money ior 
its prison labor than it docs under the 
present contract system. 


One of the arguments that is now be- 


inc used against the bill is that only 
ninety prisoners will find employment 
in the new venture and this is not HUfli- 
cient for the state to make so large an 
investment.

Where Two Important Excise Bills are 


Scheduled for Action This Week. 


MADISON, May 15.—Whether a higher 


•license' fiha.ll be charged 'for the right to 
] sell liquors in Wisconsin is still an un- 
settled question before this legislature, 
and 
is to be the question 
over which 


there is likoly to be the most trouble in 
the fourteen days of the session. The 
proposition is before the legislature in 
two forms. 


The assembly committee On state af- 


fairs is considering the proposition for 
the bill which makes the minimum li- 
ocnse in cities and villages $300 and the 
minimum license in towns .$,'iOO. 
While 


the senate committee on state affairs is 
still wrcwtling witii the Barker bill, which 
makes the minimum license for the sale 
of liquor $1,000, 


Karly this weok, the assembly com- 


mittee decided to report out the bill for 
the $500-license in cities mid the $31)0 li- 
cense in towns for passage. Later, how- 
ever, a majority of the committee recon- 
sidered this plan and voted against the 
bill, so that it will come to the floor of 
the assembly on either Monday or Tues- 
day with a report for indefinite postpone- 
ment signed by four members of the com- 
mittee, with three members dissenting 
from the report and asking favorable con- 
sideration for the bill. In the senate, the 
high license bill is still hung up. It is 
generally nuclei-stood, however, that it 
will come to the lloor with a recommen- 
dation for passage. Whether any change 
in th< license fee will be made as a re- 
sult of the situation cannot yet be said. 
There is no doubt a very strong move- 
ment working through the legislature to 
|sccure snivie legislation on the subject 
which shall increase the license fee for 
saloons. On the other hand, it can be 
said that the representatives of the brew-

claim they will be able to prevent it.

FOR MISSING ARCHDUKE 


Racine School Educator Working With 


Chicago Men in Effort to Locate John 


Orth Who Disappeared Week Ago. 


Professor Irland, an intimate friend of 


the lost John Orth, Archduke Johann 
Sulvntor of Austria, alleged to have been 
recently found in an Ohio town, is in 
Chicago today, with the reporters of the 


'hicago Journal, searching for the arch- 


duke, believed to .be there. Telegrams 
received arc in effect that, after the pub- 
lication of facts connected with the life 
of the supposed duke, he disappeared and 
tarj-cd for Racine to visit his old friend, 
Prof. Irlftnd. As he did not arrive here, 
the supposition is that he stopped off at 
Chicago. Prof. Irlaiid did not return 
this morning and telephone messages re- 
ceived by Superintendent Nelson were in 
effect that his services were indispensi- 
ble at the Windy City and he was ex- 
cused and will be home tomorrow. A 
few days ago the .Journal published an 
interview with Prof. Irlftnd. in which he 
told of his acquaintance with the arch- 
duke and discovery that he, really was 
the duke. The great notoriety given the 
man seemed to have agitated him and he, 
disappeared from his Ohio town.
